Very Satisfactory Event Makes Right Kind of History 
Sir Inka May Tops the Sale at $12,000 to Camation 


ITH A TOTAL of $88,950 for 122 head, eighteen of 
WY waicn went into four figures, with a $12,000 top and 
with buyers from eighteen states and three foreign 
countries, the Fourth Brentwood National Sale goes into 
history as a very satisfactory sale event The quality of 
the offerings was very high throughout and the con- 
signors deserve much credit for their courage in offering 
the class of animals they did for public appraisal. As al- 
ways, there were a few animals that did not exactly 
belong. Only two in the catalog, however, sold for less 
than $200 and only twenty-four head out of the whole 
number for less than $300. Forty-six head brought $500 
or over. The attendance was large, especially on the first 
day of the sale. This was in spite of very unfavorable 
weather conditions, the rain coming down steadily on 
the first day hard enough to wet through the sale tent 
and with intermittent rain fall during the second day 
accompanied by a cold, raw wind. The psychology of a 
bright, warm sunshiny day would have helped the sale. 
It was difficult, however, to dampen the enthusiasm of the 
breeders who had assembled from the corners of the 
globe and all sections of the North American continent 
to participate in this sale. It was evident on the day of 
the show that the sale would be a success when breeders 
to the number of nearly 300 proved their interest by com- 
ing on the day in advance of the sale to look the animals 
over in detail. We would estimate the sale attendance 
at about 750 the first day and around 500 the second day. 
All arrangements for the — 
sale were handled by Mr. 
Davidson with his custom- 
ary thorough attention to 
every detail looking to the 
success of the sale and the 
comfort of visitors. Cols. 
Gue and Baxter did the sell- 
ing with Wood in the box. 
Sir Inka May, famous 
All-American yearling son 
of the United States Cham- 
pion butter producer, was 
the center of interest in a 
galaxy of stars. Interest in 
him was heightened by the 
fact that in addition to the 
details already familiar to 
World readers, this bull 
was not only grand cham- 
Pion in the Brentwood 
Show but one of his young 
Sons was best among the 
bull calves and his first

daughter was the leading heifer calf among those in the 
sale. He was finally struck off to Carnation Milk Farms, 
Seattle, Washington, on their bid of $12,000, after a spir- 
ited contest which included among others, Avondale 
Farms, represented by Manager H. Lynn, Horatio Hatha- 
way of Massachusetts and R. V. Rasmussen, of Illinois. 
The Carnation people have been on a still hunt for some 
time for a suitable outcross on their Matador-Prospect 
bloodlines and in Sir Inka May we believe they have 
made a most fortunate selection. 

The three disappointed contenders for Sir Inka May 
evidently had all decided upon Grahamholm Sir Colantha, 
the son of the sensational ten months’ champion, Graham- 
holm Colantha Segis Maid, consigned by Dr. Graham of 
Minnesota, as their next choice. This bull had stood sec- 
ond to Sir Inka May in the show. With his beautiful con- 
formation and strong dairy quality, together with the 
proven bloodlines and production back of him, he was 
keenly desired by many breeders who felt that this bull 
would make a name for himself later on as a sire. Mr. 
Hathaway finally secured him on his bid of $7,000. We 
understand Mr. Hathaway is building a herd upon a strong 
Colantha foundation and this sire should be ideal for his 
purpose. 

The son of Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid consigned 
by Bridgford Holstein Company of California sold for far 
less than his value. This, perhaps, was due to the age 
of the calf, he being too young to sell to advantage. 

= - Carnation Milk Farms pur- 
chased this outstanding 
young bull also to bring in 
a further outcross in their 
herd, using not only the 
bloodlines that have been 
so successful in the history 
of California Holsteins but 
also as a result of their 
faith in Adirondac Wietske 
Dairy Maid as one of ithe 
outstanding cows of all 
times. The price was 
$3600, a real bargain at this 
figure. 

Bell Farm Hattie was 
the top female in the sale, 
this Bell Farm headliner 
being taken at $4,000 by the 
Detroit Creamery Farms, 
. Mt. Clemens, Mich. Hat- 
Carnation Milk, tie, although handicapped 


her recent. freshening, was 
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recognized as an outstanding producing and breeding 
matron. ©. K. L. Dorinda, the 1000-lb. daughter of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad consigned by Beaver Dam Stock Farm, was 
runner-up for the females, going to J. F. Berkheimer, 
Homer, Michigan, at $2500. Hazelwood Leda Korndyke 
Heilo, All-American three-year-old in 1923 and All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old the preceding year, went at $1800 on the 
bid of A. J. King, Kansas City, Missouri. She was pur- 
chased for show purposes and we predict a brilliant season 
for her. Mr. King, by the way, was prominent in the bid- 
ding on the leading show animals offered and was suc- 
cessful in getting five that will be heard from, we predict, 
on the circuit this year. He took the Berylwood sensa- 
tional two-year-old bull, Berylwood Prince Johanna Segis, 
at $2,000, this price including his first heifer calf brought 
East by Mr. Snodgrass and shown to a blue ribbon in 
the calf class. She was not entered in the sale but it 
was announced that she was to be given to the purchaser 
of the bull. Mr. King feels that this daughter of his new 
show ring headliner will also make a name for the family 
when the shows of the fall roll around. In addition to the 
two mentioned, Mr. King took real show prospects from 
the Hazelwood and Knowles offerings ,the five head, or 
rather. six, costing him a total of $5480. 

The largest buyer in point of numbers was R. V. Ras- 
mussen, Deerfield, Ill. who took twelve head of the tops 
of the sale for a total of $8,016. He was particularly 
partial to the Bell and Pabst offerings, buying three of 
the daughters of Creator and a number of the choice 
things from Bell Farm. It is appropriate to remark hére 
that the Creator da-ghters entered by Pabst Holstein 
Farms made a very impressive sh wing and were much 
appreciated by the buyers as seed stock of quality. One 
of these daughters was a blue ribbon winner in the two- 
year-old class and another was a close contender among 
heifers of that same age. The blue ribbon heifer went 
to Mr. Rasmussen at $1050. She would look good any- 
where. Another outstanding purchase by Mr. Rasmussen 
was the 30-lb. Sweet Canary Mechthilde, consigned by 
Harry Yates. This cow was fourth in the aged cow class 
in the show and would look well in any ring. The price 
was $1525, after a spirited contest with Mr. Davidson, 
Another contender on some of the top females was J. F. 
Berkheimer, Homer, Michigan, who finally secured five 
head for a total of $5265. These included O. K. L, Do- 
rinda, previously mentioned, at $2500 and Ormsby Sensa- 
tion Abbekerk, the world’s champion junior two-year-old 
in the ten-months’ division, consigned by Beaver Dam 
Stock Farm. She went at $1100, having recently com- 
pleted a 33-lb. 7-day record as a four-year-old and run- 
ning strong on another long-time test. Wayne Light, 
manager of the H S. Firestone Farm at Akron, Ohio, 
secured a' lot of value for the money in the eight head 
he purchased at $4575. These purchases included in ad- 
dition to some of the most attractively bred Heifers in 
the sale, a number of the high record cows that were 
perhaps past their prime but still worth several times 
what they brought as foundation breeding matrons. Car- 
nation Prospect Toreador, the son of the néw 45-lb. cow, 
Bella Veeman Pontiac Matador, attracted no little atten- 
tion and considering what he represents is a bargain for 
the Redfield State Home and School for Feeble-Minded 
of South Dakota at the price of $2100. Other purchasers 
that were prominent in their support of the sale were 
Craola Farms, Sewickley,. Pennsylvania; Olcott Farms, 
Big Flats, New York; Bernhard Meyer, Finderne, N. J.; 


Joseph H. Hill Company, Richmond, Indiana; Billiwhack _ 


Ranch, Santa Paula, California; William G. Davidson and 
others. J. W. Snodgrass, manager of the Billiwhack Ranch, 
selected some outstanding youngsters to add to their 
already strong line-up and is contemplating extensive ad- 
ditional purchases. Another contender on much of the 
attractive young stuff of the sale was Julio C. Patino, of 
La Pas, Bolivia, South America. 

The following tabular figures on the sale, analyzing 
the offerings by ages, records, etc., is of special interest. 
It will be noted that the sixteen bulls made an average 
of $2035, seven of the sixteen being above the $1000 mark, 
including figures of $12,000, $7,000, $3,600, $2,100, $2,000, 
$1,275 and $1,125, with three others crossing the $500 
mark. The 106 females of all ages averaged $531.88. Of 


‘ these, the cows with semi-official records made the high- 


est group average, thirty such cows averaging $782.67, 
while the seventeen cows with short-time records, but 
no long-time records, averaged $483. Similarly the heifers 
under two years of age from long-time record dams sub- 
stantially out-sold the other heifers offered. In the case

She also holds the short time 








ago broke the British record for annual 
butter production with a yield of 1371 
Ibs. in 365 days, has now accomplished 
an unprecedented performance by 
breaking the British record for an- 
nual milk production. In 365 days of 
1924-25 she gave 3,612 gallons of milk, 
thus easily beating the previous rec- 
ord of 3,478 gallons, made by the Brit- 
ish Friesian cow, Dunninald Daphne, 
the property of Mr. E. Furniss, of 
Hamels.

4. Only British Milk cow to give 
two separate and consecutive yields 
of over 3000 gallons in one year. 

5. Only British cow to give two 
separate and consecutive yields of 
over 1300 Ibs. butter. 

6. Only British cow to give 13 gal- 
lons of milk in one day. 

Assuming that one pint of milk is 
required for ten cups of tea, then over 
three quarters of a million people 
could have had their tea flavored with 
the milk from this wonderful cow.

ing that time she has produced 3837 
lbs. of butter, so that three statues, 
each of her own weight, could be 


made from her butter. In each of the 
last two years she has producers but- 
ter equalling her own weight. It is 
interesting to note that although she 
improved on her previous milk yield, 
her butter production was slightly 
less. 

The remarkable performance of 
Findlay Clara 2nd, illustrates the 
great improvements made during re- 
cent years in British dairy cattle, and 
the British Friesian breed has rendered 
valuable national service by its pion- 
eer work, which proved conclusively 
that the average milk and butter yields 
of cows in this country were not only 
too low to be profitable, but were 
capable of vast improvement. 

Findlay Clara 2nd finished her rec- 
ord breaking year in splendid condi- 
tion, and she gave 8% gallons on the 
365th day after calving. Throughout 
the year she averaged over 9% gal- 
lons of milk daily. She was managed 
and fed by Mr. Max Findlay, and has 
been mostly lovingly handled and 
milked by Mr. John Park. Her two 
last consecutive lactation period 
yields give her a milk production far 
in excess of that of any other cow 
in the country, and although, as the 
British Friesian cow has shown, rec- 
ords are only made to be broken, it is 
possible that her production will re- 
main unequalled for many years. 

The work of Clara is a revelation 
in the art of milk production, and if 
it only makes a few more farmers dis- 
satisfied with the low yielding cow, 
it will have served its purpose.—The 
British Friesian Journal.

EVOLUTION RATHER THAN 
LEGISLATION FAVORED 


We feel that the editorial which 
appeared in one of our issues recently 
entitled, Should 365-day test be abol- 
ished is exceptionally well written 
and covers the question very thorough- 
ly. We feel that the ten-months test is 
the logical normal test and one that 
in time will become very popular, but 
we believe there would be consider- 
able harm wrought by suddenly dis- 
continuing the full year test by law 
rather than by letting it take it’s 
natural course and we do not feel that 
the time has come with our breed, at 
least, for such regulation. It has been 
our experience that breeders of today 
purchasing herd sires have become 
more and more interested in long 
time tests and less and less interested 
in 7-day work, yet we do not feel 
that 7-day work has lost its place as 
an important feature in testing the 
Holstein-Friesian cow and we don’t 
believe anyone that has conducted 7- 
day tests feels that they are not use- 
ful and compartively inexpensive 
method of determining the value of 
cows for breeding purposes. 

It seems to us when any operation 
is carried on a large scale the more 
useful means and methods will natur- 
ally gain their rightful place and 


those which tend to be less useful! or 
in any sense harmful will naturally 
go in the discard. ; 

It does not seem to us that we 
should discontinue yearly work when 
a cow fails to conceive for 365-day 
tests in that the breeder has already 
spent considerable money in starting 
her record, and should be ailowed to 
continue this record through to the 
end and have it receive offical recog- 
nition. 


We do feel that a standara test ap- 
plied among all the breeds and car- 
ried out in the same manner would be 
of benefit to the cairyman who is 
making a study of breeds and individ- 
uals within the breeds, but we be- 
lieve that by simply encouraging pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of the 305-day 
tests it will undoubtedly take prece- 
dence over the full: year tests and 
no bad results can possibly follow, 
allowing it to take its natural course, 
whereas drastic regulations may_cre- 
ate unforseen and decidedly unde 
sired results.

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information on one of the most important transactions 

to the livestock interests in the United States. This 
was the sale on April 15 of the sensational Holstein bull, 
Prince Aaggie of Berylwood 367062, by the Berylwood 
Stock Farm, Heneme, Ventura County, California, to Mr. 
August A. Rubel, proprietor of the Billiwhack Ranch at 
Santa Paula, Ventura County California. The considera- 
tion was $110,000 cash, which establishes a world’s record 
for money paid for a bull of any breed. 

In the fall of 1921, J. W. Snodgrass, Manager of Bery!l- 
wood Stock Farm, was instructed by Mrs. Mary B. Bard, 
the proprietress, to select the finest Holstein bull available, 
regardless of cost, to head the herd that they had estab- 
lished a féw years previous. After a great deal of thought 
and inspection of pedigrees and individuality of all the 
bulls throughout the country, a deal was closed on Febru- 
ary 7, 1922, with A. W. Morris & Sons Corporation, of 
Woodland, California, that brought “Prince Aaggie” to 
Berylwood. He was selected for his wonderful breed and 
while he was only a calf, “J. W.’’ could visualize a won- 
derful bull, not only from a breeding standpoint, but as 
a show bull as well. This, with the great constitution and 
dairy temperament of his dam, convinced him that in 
Prince Aaggie he had found the outstanding bull of the 
breed. 

This great bull started life in a very unostentatious 
way on October 20, 1920, in the Morris herd where so many 
good ones have been bred. He was not given any special 
care and when about twelve months old was loaned to the 
University Farm at Davis, California, where he remained 
until purchased by Berylwood. On account of the size 
of the herd, they were able to get only five offspring (two 
heifers and three bulls) during-His brief stay at the. Uni- 
versity Farm. Of this number, one heifer remains. 

He was taken on the California show circuit in 1922 
‘and while being shown in senior yearling form, was re- 
turned an undefeated grand champion at six of. the most 
important shows in the State; nor was his fame to stop 
here, for the following year his dam, Aralia De Kol Mead 
2d, completed a year’s record of 1303.84 lbs. butter, giving 
‘him an average of 1283.61 lbs. butter for his three nearest 
dams and 1181.81 lbs. for his seven nearest dams, which 
is a world’s record for a bull over all breeds. During 
this same year, his full sister completed a year’s record 
of 897.82 lbs. butter as a two-year-old, thus completing a 
world’s record for four generations—averaging 1139.8 Ibs. 
Not being contented with past performances, Aralia De 
Kol Mead 2d, the wonderful dam of Prince Aaggie, has 
added in the past year two more world’s records. 

The sire of Prince Aaggie of Berylwood is Sir Aaggie 
De Kol Acme, the senior sire in the herd of A. W. Morris

The sig- 
nificance of the price paid in the present instance, and 
we are satisfied by the proof submitted of its genuineness, 
is the indication of Mr. Rubel’s belief in the ability of this 
bull to sire the kind of animals he wishes to raise and 
also guarantees his intention of providing an opportunity 
along the line of the females with which he is to be mated 
that may pay dividends upon the large amount involved. 
Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, combining the most prepotent 
of the Morris blood lines and carrying an unequaled com- 
bination of high record backing throughout his pedigree, 
himself an undefeated show ring winner, has demon- 
strated his ability to sire animals of the type and promise 
that are in demand by the Holstein public. Prince 
Aaggie is only four years old.and barring accident should 
be good for five or six years more of heavy service.

But—Did it Please You? 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read your editorial in the issue of April 11th 
with close attention. It seems to me that it is a failure 
as an editorial, if my understanding of an editorial is 
correct. Namely, that an editorial should express the view 
of the writer and present arguments to support his own 
convictions. No matter what a reader’s private opinion 
might have been it seems to me that your editorial would 
have pleased him. 

There is no question in my mind but what our Associ- 
ation’s lack of support of its Extension program as previ- 
ously laid down has had more to do with the slowing up 
of our Association’s business than any other one factor. 
There may possibly be grounds for difference of opinion 
as to merits or demerits of the White Nectar program. 
That it would be a success in a large way will I believe 
be amply proven by individual and group cases, a story 
of which can be presented at the time of our annual meet- 
ing. The fact, however, that the very finest possible Hol- 
stein milk that human ingenuity can produce can not score 
above 93 or 94 points on the official milk score card of 
the United States Department of Agriculture should be a 
challenge to everyone interested in Holstein cattle. We 
cannot blame many of the states for having followed this 
official score card in framing their dairy law, unfair and 
unjust as it is to 60 or 70 per cent of the milk producing 
cattle in the United, States. I believe that the correction 
of this injustice is of primary and paramount importance 
to the future of the Holstein cattle industry. Our Associ- 
ation has one of the best qualified men in the United 
States already in its service who with proper support can, 
I am sure, correct this injustice. 

Next I would like to see our Association by properly 
financing its Extension Department fit them to cooperate 
with every group of breeders or individual breeder who is 
desirous of creating or increasing their market for Hol- 
stein milk. In that manner evidence may be accumulated 
in the course of a year or two which will finally decide 
whether the National White Nectar program is advisable. 

I would like to see the Extension men of the Northwest 
and East replaced. I am sure that our Association is 
going to hear most forcibly from its members on the 
Pacific Coast who have been tremendously benefitted by 
the work of the field man in that section. The publicity 
work of the Extension Department has been most effi- 
ciently done and it is a crime for the Association to lose 
the services of a man who is now so well trained in this 
particular special field. 

These several objects can be accomplished with but a 
moderate draft on the reserve funds of the Association. 
There is not one single particle of evidence in previous 
minutes or records of the Association to show that the 
reserve funds were sacred or considered in any other 
light than that they should be called upon to tide the 
Association over an emergency period. In my judgment 
such reasonable draft on these reserve funds as necessary 
to carry out the above outlined program should be author- 
ized at our next meeting.

Railroad Rates to Grand Rapids Michigan 


Annual Convention June 3, 1925 

When you buy your railroad ticket to Grand Rapids, 
don’t fail to ask for a certificate. 

This certificate will entitle you to half fare on your 
return trip, provided 250 of these certificates are turned 
on headquarters at the Pantlind Hotel at Grand 

8. 

Even though you may not intend to use the certificate, 
be sure to get one for the benefit of others, as it will help 
to obtain the number required to secure the privilege of 
the reduced rate. 

Tickets at the regular one-way tariff fare for the going 
journey may be obtained from May 28 to June 3, but not 
on any other date. 
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Be sure that, when purchasing your going ticket you 
request a CERTIFICATE. Do not make the mistake of 
asking for a “receipt.” 

Present yourself at the railroad station for ticket and 
certificate at least thirty minutes before departure of train 
on which you will begin your journey. 

Certificates are not kept at all stations. If you inquire 
at your home station,- you can ascertain whether certifi- 
cates and through tickets can be obtained to place of 
meeting. If not obtainable at your home station, the 
agent will inform you at what station they can be ob- 
tained. You can in such case purchase a local ticket to 
the station which has certificates in stock, where you can 
purchase a through ticket and at the same time ask for 
and obtain a certificate to the place of meeting. 

Arrangements have been made for validation of certifi- 
cates by a Special Agent of the carriers on June 1-4 if the 
required minimum of 250 certificates is presented. 

No refund of fare will be made because of failure to 
obtain a proper certificate when purchasing going ticket. 

So as to prevent disappointment, it must be understood 
that the reduction on the return journey is not guaranteed, 
but is contingent on an attendance at the meeting, of not 
less than 250 members of the organization and dependent 
members of their families, holding regularly issued cer- 
tificates obtained from ticket agents at starting points, 
showing payment of regular one-way adult tariff fare of 
not less than 67 cents on going journey. 

If the necessary minimum of 250 certificates is pre- 
sented to the Special Agent as above explained, and your 
certificate is duly validated, you will be entitled up to and 
including June 8, 1925, to a return ticket via the same 
route over which you made the going journey, at one-half 
of the regular one-way tariff fare from the place of meet- 
ing to the point at which your certificate was issued. 

Return ticket issued at the reduced fare will not be 
good on any limited train on which such reduced fare 
transportation is not honored.

He was active- 
ly interested in the Holstein industry and had served 
for some years as president of the Iowa Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association.. He is automatically succeeded in 
this office by Vice-President O. E. Hatch, Superintendent 
of Iowana Farms.

20. Doede Binema Flora 


This week we take up one of the 
very tew Dairy Queens to make her 
record above 1,000 lbs. fat in a year 
at the age of more than 11 years. She 
was the first cow of the breed to pro- 
duce either 1,000 lbs. fat at 11 years 
old and her milk record of 28,857 ibs. 
was for some time the World’s Rec- 
ord at this age. Her figures for but- 
ter were 1,257.08 lbs. The picture does 
not begin to tell the story of her qual- 
ity, her wonderful veining and beauti- 
ful conformation. 

Doede Binema Flora was one of the 
plainest bred of the Dairy Queens, so 
far as official records of her ances- 
tors are concerned. Neither her dam 
nor either of her grandams were ever 
tested. Only one of her four great 
grandams was ever tested and like- 
wise only one of her eight great-great 
grandams. There is good blood be- 
hind her, however, for she combines 
‘good old time and imported lines fair- 
ly close up in her pedigree. In the 
first five generations we find two dif- 
ferent imported cows,. also Mutual 
Friend 3d’s Paul, Joe (son of Johan- 
na), Pledge 3d (daughter of Pledge), 
Billy Bawn, Clothilde Monk and other 
good old Ohio animals. 


If she had not had an inheritance 


of good blood lines, even although 
her immediate ancestors were untest- 
ed, she could hardly have produceu 
and transmitted as she did. She has 
three large record daughters, one a 
1,000-lb. cow with a 1,000-b. daugh- 
ter, completing a_ three-generation 
group of 1,000-lb. cows, another a 957- 
lb.

And 
last but not least he has a quality of 
vitality and virility that is of prime 
importance. This is shown not only 
in the appearance of the bull, but 
also in the fact that at twenty-four 
months of age he has already pro- 
duced thirty offspring and has bred 
ninety cows, but has carried through 
this heavy service the bloom of the 
show ring and the “vinegar” that was 
so noticeable in his temperament on 
the show circuit last fall. We look 
for great things from Sir Inka May in 
the Carnation herd. 





Fred Pabst did the reputation of 
his herd a great deal of good with 
the splendid consignment made up of 
daughters of his herd sires. He sent 
four representative’ daughters of 
Creator that were in the ‘pink of fit . 
and which must have proved eye- 
openers to any breeder who may have 
gained the impression that Creator 
was more successful as a sire of pro- 
duction than of type. The two-year- 
olds that they brought out in the show 
were first and fourth. The first prize 
heifer is an outstanding two-year-old 
and for second place in this class it 
was .almost a toss-up between the 
other Creator daughter, a beautiful 
Bell Farm heifer and a Sir Inka Su- 
perier -Segis- daughter that the Min- 





nesota Holstein people showed well 
up in the money at the last National. 
The prices paid for the Pabst entries 
indicate that the quality of these ani- 
mals was not unappreciated by the 
buyers. Three of the Creator daugh- 
ters were taken by R. V. Rasmussen 
of Illinois, who was able to get them 
only after a spirited contest in each 
instance. He has made no- mistake 
in the choice of these animals for 
the foundation he is laying. The 
fourth daughter goes to J. F. Berk- 
heimer, and they have to be good to 
appeal to him. 





One of the smoothest show cows 
in the sale was the 30-lb. Sweet Can- 
ary Mechthilde, consigned by Harry 
Yates. A real comedy sketch was 
pulled off in the sale of this cow 
when Bill Davidson essayed the triple 
role of sale manager, moving picture 
photographer and bidder. The com- 
bination proved to be too much and 
he lost the cow to Ramussen. We 
hope he was more successful as a 
camera man. 





A J. King, of Kansas City, demon- 
strated his gameness by selecting 
five of the best show animals in this 
sale at an average price of nearly 
$1100 each to take a place in the show 
herd he is building for 1925. Breeders 
who saw the King show herd last 
year on the Corn Belt and Southwest- 
ern circuit may wonder why he should 
be seeking additional show animals, 
as he had a string out last year that 
made a most creditable record. We 
were very sorry to learn that his 1924 
show string was practically wiped out 
in a fire which destroyed his show 
barn February 4. The Holstein fra- 
ternity will join us in extending 
sympathy to Mr. King in his great 
loss and in applauding his gameness. 
Good luck, Mr. King, we’re for you. 





Reference was made in the report 
of the sale to the purchases of Julio 
C. Patino, of La Pas, Bolivia, South 
America. Senor Patino is in the 
United States as a special commis- 
sioner for the study of cattle breed- 
ing and expects to be in this country 
another month or so. He already has 
the only herd of Holsteins in Bolivia.

Mr. Vesper is owner of 
Fredmar Farms, home of the “Tep 
Ton Type” and in his spare moments 
devotes some attention to the job of 
distributing Buick cars over a terri- 
tory covering parts of three States, 
with headquarters in St. Louis.

ILLINOIS .CHAMPION TWO- 
YEAR-OLD 


Illinois’ new champion junior two- 
year-old cow over all breeds for butter 
production in one year is the pure- 
bred Holstein, Illini Homestead Piebe 
Bonheur, owned by the University of 
Illinois, at Urbana. The official rec- 
ord, as announced by the university 
dairy husbandry department, is 20,- 
508.5 pounds milk and 712.231 pounds 
butterfat, equal to 890!29 pounds 
butter, which displaces the record 
made by the former champion in this 
class, ‘Woodell Maud Beets Pontiac, 
of the H. M. Wood herd at Delavan, 
whose production is 20,400.4 pounds 
milk and 853.88 pounds butter. 

Illini Piebe Bonheur is the first 
daughter of the university herd sire, 
Sir Bess Pietertje Piebe, to make a 
yearly record in the university herd. 
This bull’s sire is Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th, who has sired 
more cows with yearly 1,000-pound 
butter records than any other bull in 
the dairy world. 

Siini Homestead Bonheur, who holds 


NEW 
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a yearly record of 19,584,4 pounds 
milk and 945.8 pounds butter as a jun- 
ior four-year-old. She is sired by Em- 
blagaard Tritomia Homestead, who 
has three daughters in the university 
herd that have each produced in one 
year over 1,000 pounds butter.—Ex- 
tension Service. . 





TARIFF HEARING ON BUTTER 


Representatives of the National Co- 
operative Milk Producers’ Federation 
were present at the hearing of the U. 
S. Tariff Commission, April 21 and 22, 
when that body considered the ques- 
tion of the proposed increase in the 
tariff on butter from 8c to 12c a 
pound. A large amount of material 
was put into the record by our rep- 
resentatives, showing why this rate 
should be increased. The testimony 
substantiated the report of the Com- 
mission’s own investigators, who 
found that there is a difference of at 
least 12c a pound in the cost of pro- 
ducing butter as between Denmark 
and the United States, the Danish 
costs being lower. 

The case appears to hinge upon 
whether the Commission will accept 
the actual conversion rate on the Dan- 
ish kroner in relation to the dollar. 
If the Commission accepts actual ex- 
change, it can hardly do otherwise 
than report an increase in the tariff. 
If it uses the method abvocated by the 
Danes, of so-called “Purchasing Power 
Parity”, such a method would increase 
materially Danish costs.

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of the National: Dairy Council; 4- C: 
Horneman, President and G. L. Me. 
Kay, Secretary of the’ National Asso. 
ciation of Creamery Butter Manufae- 
turers, and E. B. Reid, of The Amer. 
ican Farm Bureau Federation.

NATIONAL PROSPERITY AFFECTs 
BUTTER CONSUMPTION 


Dr. C. W. Larson, Chief of the 
Dairy Bureau of the U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture has been able by careful 
study to put his finger on the appar- 
ent cause of the big price trends of 
the 1924 season and of the large 
stocks which went into storage last 
season. He made this discovery the 
principal feature of a carefully pre- 
pared address on the dairy outlook 
which he delivered before the Dairy 
Club in Chicago on April 16. Ip a 
nutshell, his discovery was that there 
was a marked falling off in consump- 
tion of butter during the months of 
July, August and September last year 
and thatthis falling off in consump- 
tion accompanied and was probably 
caused bya very marked decline in 
employment and rate of wages in some 
of the major American industries qdur- 
ing that period. A summary of the em. 
ployment and rates of wages paid in 
the principal industries including the 
iron and steel industry, automobiles 
textiles, leather products, electrical 
manufactures and some others which 
are now available show a decline in 
the volume of employment of about 20 
per cent for those months over the 
same months the preceeding year. It 
is a remarkable coincident that this 
decline in volume of employment is 
just about the same as the decline in 
the butter prices for the same period, 
and was coincident with the accumu- 
lation of the largest storage stock of 
butter ever accumulated in this coun- 
try.

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MARCH, 1925, C. T. A. TESTING IN 
VIRGINIA 


During the month of March there 
were sixteen active Cow Testing As- 
sociations in Virginia. The sixteen 
Associations reported 7,730 cows on 
test of which 1,043 were dry cows. Of 
this total, 746 cows produced over 40 
pounds of butterfat, and 219 over 50 
pounds of butterfat. There were 143 
cows sold to the butcher as unprofit- 
able. Seven purebred bulls and 
twelve purebred cows were purchased 
during, the month. 

The average production for all 
cows including dry cows was 557 
pounds of milk and 22.7 pounds otf 
butterfat. The Chesterfield County 
Cow Testing Association had the high- 
est average butterfat production of 
any association. The 413 cows in this 
association averaged 26.6 pounds of 
butterfat from an average milk pro- 
duction of 637 pounds. ‘the Prince 
William County Cow Testing Associa- 
tion had the highest average milk 
production. The 505 cows in this as- 
sociation including dry cows averaged 
718 pounds of milk and 26.1 pounds 
of butterfat for the month 

The high herd for the month was 
the herd of thirteen purebred Guern- 
seys owned by Ronald Tree of Char- 
lottesville, Va., and a member of the 
Albemarle County Cow Testing, As- 
sociation. This herd averaged 873 
pounds of milk and 41.8 pounds of but- 
terfat. Of the ten high herds five 
were Holsteins, four Guernseys and 
one a Jersey herd. 

The high cow for the month was 
No. 9, a seven-year-old grade Holstein 
fresh Feb. 25, and owned by J. J. Con- 
ner of Manassas, Va., and a member 
of the Prince William County Cow 
Testing Association Her production 
for the month was 1,942 pounds of 
milk and 95.1 pounds of butterfat. The 
ten high cows showed an average pro- 
duction of 80 pounds of butterfat for 
the month. Nine were Holsteins and 
one was a Guernsey. 





The March report of cow testing 
work in Illinois shows the usual Hol- 
stein leadership in that state. Sixteen 
leaders of the twenty-three associa- 
tions reporting with purebred or 
grade Holsteins, two places each were 
held by Brown Swiss, Guernseys and 
Jerseys, and one by a grade Red 
Poll. Wardland Dairy, of the 
Franklin-Jefferson-Marion Association, 
brought out the state leader, a pure- 
bred Holstein, with a production of 
118.6 lbs. fat, 2,815 Ibs. milk for the 
month. Rock River Farms were in 
second place, a purebred Holstein 
producing 94 lbs. fat, 2,765 Ibs. milk, 
while a grade Holstein, owned by 
, John Fredricksen, of Will County, 

was in third place with 92.8 lbs. fat, 
2,443 lbs. milk. The W. T. Rawleigh 
Company led their association both in 
individual and herd average honors 


and their herd maintained during the 
month the highest average in the 
state. Seventeen purebred Holstein 
members of their herd averaged 62.9 
Ibs. fat, 1,830 lbs. milk. Fifteen Hol- 
stein herds led their associations dur- 
ing the month. Nine of the ten high 
cows in the state were purebred or 
grade Holsteins and eight of the ten 
high herds were purebred or grade 
Holsteins. 





Iowa tested a total of 13,928 cows 
during the month of February. Of 
this number, 4,606 produced. over 40 
lbs. fat, 569 over 50 lbs. Twenty-seven 
purebred bulls were purchased, 266 
cows sold for beef and 221 were pur- 
chased. Keeler & Hadley, of the 
Cerro Gordo Association, with their 
herd of eleven purebred Holsteins, 
led the state for average herd produc- 
tion with 56 Ibs. fat, 1,649 lbs. milk. 
A herd of nine purebred and grade 
Holsteins, owned by Virgil Cook of 
the Belmond Association, was in 
second place with an average of 54.1 
lbs. fat, 1,539 Ibs. milk. Two other 
herds, that of Ralph Branson and 
Hansen & Morner, composed of pure- 
bred and grade Holsteins, maintained 
an average above 50 Ibs. for the 


month. Thirty-four of the fifty-one 
associations were led by Holstein 
herds. The individual association 


leaders are not given in this report. 





Robert S. Boss, tester for the Hen- 
rico County, Virginia, C. T. A., re- 
ports a total of 536 cows tested during 
March, showing an average produc- 
tion of 26.11 lbs. fat, 683.7 lbs. milk. 
Twenty-seven cows produced above 
50 lbs. fat and ninety cows went 
above the 40-lb. mark. The high herd 
produced an average of 946.6 lbs. 
milk, 36.2 lbs. fat, being composed 
of forty-five purebred Holsteins. A 
purebred Holstein also was the leader 
of this association with a production 
of 1,903 Ibs. milk, 63.2 Ibs. fat. 





Delta County, Michigan, C. T. A. Com- 
letes Year 

Mr. C. R. Olson, in summarizing the 
year’s work in the Delta County, 
Michigan Cow Testing Association, 
points out that the 353 cows under 
test for the Association year averaged 
6,193 pounds of milk and 241.7 pounds 
of butterfat. The herds which -aver- 
aged above 300 pounds of butterfat 
are owned as follows: 

Ferguson Bros., of Escanaba, Michi- 
gan, with 18 Reg. and Gr. Holsteins, 
averaged 360.67 pounds butterfat. 
This was the high herd in the Asso- 
ciation. Wesley Knaus with 6.6 Gr. 
Holsteins led the Association in milk 
production with 9,931 pounds of milk 
per cow. John Casman, of Bork 


River, Michigan, with a herd of 18 Gr. 
Ayrshires and mixed cows averaged 
317 pounds of butterfat production. 
The four poorest herds in the Asso- 
ciation. 


totaling 69 cows, made an 








average production of 4,696 pounds of 
milk and 176.8 pounds of butterfat 
This Association is continuing for g 
second year’s testing work and prog. 
pects are bright that much improve. 
ment and greater profits will be 
realized by all of the members. The 
members are planning on increasing 
the alfalfa acreage for 1925. 
Ferguson Bros. owned the high 
butterfat producing cow in the mature 
and two-year-old classes. Their 
mature grade Holstein produced 15, 
277 pounds of milk and 526.9 pounds 
of butterfat and the two-year-old 
grade cow, Lily, produced 9,464 
pounds of milk and 325.3 pounds of 
butterfat. Alfred Groos’ grade Hol. 
stein cow named Irene produced i?. 
121.5 pounds of milk and 402.1 pounds 
of butterfat. John Casman had the 
highest producing four-year-old His 
grade Ayrshire made 10,699.9 pounds 
of milk and 426.1 pounds of butterfat, 
Dairy Extension, 
Mich. Agr. College. 





Livingston County; M.ch., Annual Re- 
port 

Raymond G. Po.vell reports a very 
successful C. T. A. year in the Living- 
ston No. 1 C. T. A. One hundred and 
ninety-five cows finished the year. 
Sixty-one good producing cows were 
sold out of the Association during the 
12 months testing period. In addition 
two herds were dispersed and 20 addi- 
tional profitless cows were sold to 
the butcher; hence more than 100 
cows dropped out during the associa- 
tion year. Powell further says that 
more than 25 purebred sires were 
sold by the Association members to 
be used for breeding purposes. One 
member, W. H. Smith of Pinckney, 
sold his bull calves to a feeder as his 
cows freshened. These calves were 
sold for a dollar a head. Later when 
Mr. Smith found that one of his cows 
produced 428 pounds of butterfat and 
13,354 pounds milk in ten months, he 
set about to buy back her bull calf. 
He gave $20.00 for it. Smith kept 
the bull for a short while. He resold 
the animal on the strength of its 
dam’s C. T. A. record for $65.00. In 
this way he made, after he bought the 
calf back, more than the entire year’s 
C. T. A. work cost him. 

Out of sixty fields tested for acidity 
fifty-eight were lacking in lime. Each - 
member has alfalfa or clover seeded 
on his farm. The average legume 
acreage per farm is eighteen acres.

Illinois 500-Pound Cow Club 


Records made by the cows entered 
in the Illinois 500-Pound Butter-Fat 
Cow Club during the first three 
months of the year indicate that 
many of the cows entered will make 
the grade and produce the coveted 
500 pounds of fat. Sixty-five cows out 
of the total number entered have al- 
ready produced 150 pounds of butter- 
fat or more. Seven have produced 
170 pounds; eight, 180 pounds; eight 
190 pounds, and four have passed the 
200-pound mark. Du Page County with 
the leading number of entries in the 
club has the highest number of cows 
producing above 150 pounds of fat. 
Fourteen cows from that county are 
in the select group. McHenry County 
is second with 11, Will County is third 


with 19, Franklin and Jo Daviess are. 


tied for fourth with 7 apiece, Steph- 
enson is fifth with 5, Whiteside and 
Lee each have 3, Kane and Peoria 
have 2 each, while Knox and McLean 
have only one each. 


The individual dairyman having the 
largest number of cows that have pro- 
duced 150 pounds of fat during the 
first 3 months is Arthur Cornue of 
Hebron, Ill. Six of his cows have 
averaged over 50 pounds of fat each 
month. Frank Flack of Stockton is 
runnning him a close second with 5, 
while Wardland Farm of Benton, A. 
W. Fisher of Bensonville, H. W. Bis- 
choff of Lockport, and R. W. Stewart 
. of Hebron each have 3. 

Walter Taylor of Hanna City, owns 
the cow that has produced the most 
butterfat, his purebred Holstein hav- 
ing produced 6,685 pounds of milk and 


is approximately 2,600 pounds of milk 
and 66 pounds of fat more than the 
average cow in Illinois produces in a 
year. It is interesting to note that 
this cow has been fed a ration of corn 
silage, alfalfa and clover hay, corn, 
oats, linseed oil meal, and cotton 
seed meal, one of the most practical 
rations for Illinois dairymen to feed. 
During the 90 days she consumed 3,- 
476 pounds of silage, 434 pounds of 
clover hay, 708 pounds of alfalfa hay, 
1,093 pounds of corn, 497 pounds of 
oats, 79 pounds of oil meal, and 169 
pounds of cottonseed meal.

Tuscola, Mich., Finishes First Year's 

Work 

Eldon Bruce, after checking the 
year’s testing in the Tuscola No, 1 C. 
T. A., reports that 228 cows averaged 
7,176 pounds milk and 262 pounds 
fat. Eight of the eighteen herds 
averaged above 300 pounds butterfat. 
These herds are owned by the follow- 
ing members: E. Chapman 5, PB G 
and H.; W. Kelly 7, Gr. H.; Mrs. 0. 
Wallin 11, PB H.;°Earl Hurd 11, 31 
Gr. J.; V. J. Carpenter 11, PB H;

Gr. H. and John Clark 26 PB and 
Gr. J. 

The four poorest herds totaling 57 
cows averaged 221.6 pounds butter- 
fat. Bruce comments that 37 unpro- 
fitable cows were sold to the butcher 
during the year; also that 20 cows re- 
acted to the test for tuberculosis. 

In summarizing the year’s work the 
largest returns over feed cost pro- 
duced per cow were credited to cows 
that produced above 300 pounds but- 
terfat and 9,000 pounds milk. All the 
members in this Association are 
using purebred sires. Another in- 
teresting point is that all members 
have alfalfa seeded on their farms 
and that a number of them have 
sweet clover or are going to seed 
sweet clover this spring. This Asso- 
ciation is continuing and more than 
three-fourths of the members of the 
past year are starting on the second 
year’s work.

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ANOTHER WORLD’S CHAMPION 


Chimacum Gerben is the name of 
the new world’s champion Holstein 
cow for the production of milk and 
putter in ten consecutive months as 
a senior three-year-old On the farm 
of the Western State Hospital at Fort 
Steilacoom, Washington, this cow re- 
cently qualified for this record by pro- 
ducing 24,697.8 lbs. milk containing 
792.66 Ibs. butterfat, equal to 990.8 Ibs. 
putter, and after giving birth to a 
heifer calf carried 192 days of the 
test period, according to the advanced 
registry department of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 
Upon continuing her test to 330 days 
she increased her record to 26,200.6 
Ibs. milk and 1,066.6 lbs. butter. This 
new champion thus becomes the 
fourth Holstein-Friesian cow with 
yearly and a ten-months advanced 
registry records in the same lactation 
period to hold the world’s class rec- 
ord in the ten months division. Seven 
different supervisors from the Wash- 
ington State College of Agriculture 
were employed to conduct the test. 

The new leader’s milk record dis- 
places that of 23,295 lbs. made by 
Chimacum Wayne Monarch Cornuco- 
pia of the F. R. Beals herd at Tilla- 
mook, Oregon. Her butter record ex- 
ceeds that of the former champion in 
this class, Rose De Kol Wayne Butter 
Boy, whose record is 986.4 Ibs. The 
latter cow is owned by Hargrove & 
Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa. 

“Chimacum” was born on the farm 
of William Bishop, at Chimacum, 
Washington, and was sold by Mr

Bishop, with a number of other Hol- 
steins at one year of age to the West- 
ern State Hospital. The new cham- 
pion was developed and fitted in the 
Same way as other cows of the State 
Hospital herd that are to be run on 
long time test, and was milked by 
five different milkers during the test. 

Her grain ration consisted of 
ground oats, barley, corn, with lin- 
seed oil, soy bean, cottonseed and 
cocoanut meals, and a little mineral 
mixture. She also received all the 
first cutting alfalfa hay she could eat 
with liberal amount of mangles, corn 
silage and beet pulp soaked in cane 
molasses.

TUBERCULIN TESTING BY AREAS 
GAINING FAVOR IN CLEAN-UPS 


Wholesale clean-ups are _ rapidly 
coming to be the order of the day in 
the Nation-wide campaign against 
cattle tuberculosis waged by the state 
and Federal governments. The area 
plan of purging a whole county of 
TB, at one swoop instead of proceed- 
ing in the hit-and-miss style, or the 
herd-by-herd method with which the 
campaign started, is finding favor all 
over the country because of its eco- 
nomic merits and other features of 
speed, efficiency and success. 

Five hundred and thirty counties 
are now actively engaged in a county- 
wide movement to remove the last 
trace of the infection in the cattle 
within their borders and thus win 
for themselves the coveted title and 
reputation of “modified accredited 
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areas.” To date 69 counties, repre- 
senting 14 States, have achieved that 
standard of cleanliness. The most 
recent areas to be added to the list, 
issued monthly by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, are Jas- 
per and Pottawattamie Counties in 
Iowa, Moore and Polk Counties in 
North Carolina, and Barnes and Ben- 
son Counties in North Dakota. 

The State of New Mexico is even 
more aggressive in its attitude toward 
tuberculosis cattle and is planning a 
campaign to test all the cattle within 
the State so as to establish the whole 
State as a modified accredited area. 
Several of the State legislatures now 
in session have provided adequate 
laws and appropriations for carrying 
on the area work. The New York 
Legislature, recently adjourned, ap- 
propriated $2,000,000 for the payment 
of indemnities for tuberculous cattle 
condemned during the last six months 
of this year. It is expected that a 
like amount will be appropriated for 
the first six months of 1926. 

The gradual change from the herd- 
to-herd method of fighting the disease 
to the more popular area plan is indi- 
cated by some comparable figures 
gathered by the department. During 
February of this year 35,818 herds of 
cattle were tested under the area 
plan and only 7,532 herds tested under 
the accredited herd plan. The num- 
ber of cattle tested in the area work 
amounted to 380,875, and the number 
in the individual herd testing amount- 
ed to 148,495. From July, 1924, to and

It Pays to Watch the Calves 


Attention to Young Stock Explains Paul Stewart’s Success 
By D. F. MALIN in Wallace’s Farmer 


The making of a good dairy cow 
very largely depends upon how she 
is handled during the first few months 
of her life, believes Paul P. Stewart, 
of Fayette county, Iowa. Mr. Stew- 
art has achieved a distinct success 
with Holsteins largely because of his 
policy of treating each calf as a po- 
tential .grand champion and each 
young heifer, coming into her first 
lactation period, as a future thirty- 
pound cow. 


Neighbor breeders of Mr. Stewart 
are free to admit that his calves are 
larger for their age than any others in 
the section. Other breeders, as well 
as Mr. Stewart, have found out that 
calves raised on this plan unques- 
tionably develop into high class ma- 
ture animals, and, while Mr. Stewart 
has concentrated his efforts on the 
breeding of pure bred Holsteins, his 
methods are to a large degree practi- 
cal for the average dairyman or 
farmer who may own but a grade 
herd. 


As might be expected, the pure bred 
calves on this farm are given a whole 
milk ration for a somewhat longer 
time than the average farm raised 
ealf. According to the Stewart plan, 
the calf is fed whole milk for the first 
30 days. During the next thirty days 


the change from whole to skim milk 
is made gradually. One of the criti- 
cal periods in the life of a calf is just 
after it is started on skim milk alone. 
The breeder must then take particu- 
lar pains to prevent scours and milk 
bloat in the calves. Mr. Stewart in- 
sists on clean pails for handling the 
milk for the calves and he is careful 
to feed at as nearly as possible the 
temperature at which it comes from 
the cow. Skim milk feeding is con- 
tinued until the calves are eight to 
ten months old. 

Another point which Mr. Stewart 
stresses is the removal of foam from 
the milk before feeding the calves. 
He has observed that if the separator 
foam is not poured off before feed- 
ing, the calves become bloated and 
paunchy. Such calves never thrive 
and are a prey to diseases. He is 
careful to let the milk’ settle long 
enough to allow the foam to be re- 
moved. 

For a number of years, Mr. Stew- 
art has fed his calves their grain ra- 
tion in a self feeder. He generally lis- 
continues the practice when the 
calves are about six months old, as he 
finds that they waste considerable 
feed after that time. The sleek and 
growthy calves in the Stewart herd

method, and Mr. Stewart reports that 
he had never had any ill results with 
the self feeder. His experience Te- 
calls the experiments conducted p 
Professor McCandish at the Iowa Sta 
tion, wherein self feeding of daj 

calves was found to give excellent re. 
sults. 

The common grain mixture allowed 
the Stewart calves is composed of 
equal parts of corn and cob megj 
ground oats and bran. A little oil 
meal is also fed. Ground barley jg 
frequently substituted for the Oats 
Mr. Stewart does not agree altogether 
with the popular theory that whole 
grains are preferable to ground for 
calves. His experience with the 
ground grains mentioned has been 
hightly satisfactory. He believes that 
a calf can not be taught to eat grain 
too soon, and calves on the Stewart 
farm are given grain when they are 
ten days old. 


Mr. Stewart makes little distinction 
between alfalfa and red clover hay for 
his mature cows. For calves, how- 
ever, he prefers to use clover, consid- 
ering it a safer roughage in its effect 
on the digestive system. His calves 
are early accustomed to silage, gener. 
ally receiving it for the first time at 
about three months of age. Mr. Steyw- 
art relies very little on pasture for 
the calves because of several disad- 
vantages which attend pasturing. 


Hot weather and*flies ruin a great 
many Ccalves,”«said Mr. Stewart, “and 
I find that it is advisable to protect 
the young animals very carefully dur- 
ing the fly season. Spring calves are 
never allowed to pasture the first 
summer, but are kept in shaded pens 
away from the heat and flies. Fall 
calves are not allowed pasture during 
the hot days, but I frequently turn 
them out at night into small paddocks 
or exercise pens. The calves’ grain 
ration is affected but little, as I never 
force them to get much of their living 
from the grass. Unless the calf is 
getting plenty of grain, washy grass 
may do it more harm than good.” 

Mr. Stewart’s ideal arrangement 
for handling, his calves is to stable 
them during the day and let them run 
at night into small pastures or exer- 
cise pens. The fly menace is given 
particular attention by using sprays 
and burlap blankets. Manure is never 
allowed to accumulate more than a 
few davs, thus discouraging fly breed- 
ing 

While the Stewart calves are care 
fully handled, they are not pampered. 
The second winter of their lives the 
heifers run in a shed. They are fed 
silave and clover hay liberally and 
receive about a pound of grain per 
hundred pounds of live weight. The 
grain mixture is oats and bran with 
a little corn and from half a pound 
to a pound of oil meal per head. daily. 

The heifers are bred to calve at 
about two years of age. Mr. Stewart’s 
methods of handling the heifers be 
fore and during their first lactation 
neriod have had muck to do with put 
tine the herd in the front rank of pro 
duction.

essential because the first lactation 1s 
the most critical period of the cow’s 
production life.” 

A number of examples of the advis- 
abiility of frequent milking of heifers 
are furnished by Mr. Stewart. Irene 
Butter Maid De Kol, one of the Stew- 
art heifers, make over 900 pounds of 
butter as a junior two-year-old, milked 
four times a day. She is not now on 
test, but is averaging 70 pounds a day 
on two milkings. Lady Memnon But- 
ter Girl, a 909-pound junior three-year- 
old, is another instance of the wis- 
dom of the Stewart policy. 

Mr. Stewart feeds his heifers with 
particular care during the _ three 
months immediately preceding fresh- 
ening, using feeds, such as oats, bran 
and clover hay, that are high in min- 
eral and bone and muscle-producing 
material, in order to put the heifers 
in the best possible condition for 
calving and for subsequent milk pro- 
duction. The ration is reduced for 
the few days before and after calv- 
ing. Mr. Stewart then gradually 
brings the heifers to full feed, requir- 
ing nearly a month to bring them to a 
maximum ration. 





A CONSTRUCTIVE PLAN 


There’s a type of man who always 
wants to “get his.” Sometimes he 
“gets left” instead. He always wants 
to make a substantial profit on every 
deal. He can’t see the wisdom of un- 
selfishness nor the economic value of 
generosity. Naturally, he very often 
loses out for the simple reason that 
people don’t like to deal with a man 
who wants to make a profit out of 
them every time, and all the time. 

The finest and most successful type 
of business man is he who can not 
only give as he gets but has the cour- 
age and sagacity to give before he 
gets.

Something of this principle is evi- 
dent in the following piece of news 
from Mr. O. M. Plummer, general 
manager of the Pacific International 
Live Stock Exposition: 


“Peter Lee is a member of the 
firm of Lee Brothers, Holstein 
breeders, Skagit county, located 
at Mount Vernon, Wash.; he is 
also assistant leader of the Mount 
Vernon Dairy Club which has at 
the present time eleven members 
with an ownership of 31 animals, 
18 of these being purebred, and 
the boys are planning on making 
a good showing at the Skagiti 
County Fair this coming fall. 

“The Lee Brothers have what is 
acknowledged to be one of the 
best Holstein sires in the state 
of Washington, in fact they have 
two of them and they have of- 
fered the free use of either of 
these sires to any member of the 
Mount Vernon Dairy Cattle Club 
who desires their services, insur- 
ing splendid calves for all of the 
members. 

“Probably many other breeders 
in various parts of the Pacific 
slope country have sires of va- 
rious breeds who are giving the 
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same free use of their sires to 
club members, but in case there 
are some who are not doing this, 
it. is a thought worth carrying 
out. 

“It can be easily understood 
that a boy or girl with a heifer 
which they may breed to one of 
the best sires in their particular 
community increases the value of 
the offspring largely and makes 
of that club member a still better 
member and adds also to the 
prosperity of the county.” 


The generous and far-sighted action 
of the Lee Brothers is somewhat sug- 
gestive of a plan now being incubated 
over in West Virginia. There are a 
number of good bulls going to waste 
in West Virginia, so the Dairymen’s 
Association 6f that state has evolved 
a plan for making use of them. J. V. 
Hopkins, West Virginia Dairy Exten- 
sion Specialist, explains that “the as- 
sociation proposes to ask every breed- 
er of purebred dairy cattle in the 
state to donate annually one bull calf 
to the West Virginia Dairymen’s As- 
sociation. The association will then 
in turn lend these ‘bull calves to dairy 
farmers on three-year contracts. The 
distribution of these bulls will be con- 
fined more especially to communities 
away from market milk centers, such 
as cream producing sections. The 


contract states that the lessee must’ 


allow a reasonable number of services 
to the bull outside his own herd.” 

They are certainly in urgent need 
of a freer use of purebred sires in 
West Virginia—the average produc- 
tion per cow there is under 3000 
pounds per year. But the need is ur- 
gent enough here in the Northwest. 

Some such action as this means 
valuable advertising for the owner of 
the bull, greater production for the 
users of the bull, and an improvement 
in livestock levels and community 
conditions. As Mr. Plummer says, “It 
is a thought worth carrying out.”— 
Western Breeders Journal.

DAIRY CATTLE CONGRESS 
BOOSTS BREEDERS CLASSES 

The premium list for the Sixteenth 
Annual Dairy Cattle Congress to be 
held at its permanent home, Water. 
loo, Iowa, September 28 to October 4, 
inclusive, will contain only minor 
changes in the regulations governing 
the cattle department and in the com- 
position of the group classes. 

Special emphasis in the form of in- 
creased cash prizes will be given in 
the breeders young herd and get of 
sire classes. These classes because ot 
their encouragement in breeding oper- 
ations were considered to be of much 
greater importance than any other 
classes by those who attended the 
conference of the classification Com- 
mittee in the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion offices last winter. 

An increase in premiums has also 
been made in breeder’s calf herd, pro- 
duce of dam, and advanced registry 
or register of merit cow classes. In 
the get of sire class the number of 
bulls shown will be limited to two. 
Entries in the bull and heifer classes 
under one year of age will be the only 
individual classes in which the ani- 
mals must be bred by the exhibitor. 

The rule governing age dates will 
be as foilows: 

“The ages of all animals shall be 
reckoned from the date of birth to the 
first day of August, 1925, except jun- 
ior yearling classes, which shall be 
reckoned from February Ist, 1925. 
No calf born after April ist of the 
current year shall be eligible for any 
class.” 

Another rule which 
interest is: 

“No animal which is not entered 
for single classes shall be permitted 
to show in groups, except in the get 
of sire and produce of dam classes. 

State herd classes will again be 
provided for those breeds, whose Na- 
tional Association or Club duplicates 
the amount offered for such classes 
by the Dairy Cattle Congress.

KANSAS BREEDER FAVORS 305- 
DAY TEST 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

You may know how I might regard 
the 305-day test when I tell you that 
we began testing five years ago and 
specialized in the 305-day test. We 
never stopped until two weks ago 
when we let up for the summer. 

‘We think it the most practical test 
there is. Ten months is as long as 
most people expect or care to milk a 
cow and is as long as they can if they 
expect to get a calf each year. 

What good does your big record 
amount to if your cow does not re- 
produce? In our five years work, we 
have only had one cow that did not 
meet the calving requirements and, 
of course, we run her for a year. The 
Holstein rules as they stand suit me 
alright. 

If fellows want to ruin their cows 
by over-fitting for especially big rec- 
ords, that is their privilege, and as I 
look at it does no one any particular 
harm but themselves.

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vertising campaign, it has _ been 
harder to sell Holstein milk than it 
was before. The National Dairy Coun- 
cil has been doing wonderful work 
in advertising milk but other agencies 
have seen fit to follow in the National 
Dairy Council and say, “You want a 
milk of higher fat content.” [FI am 
not in favor of taking away support 
of the National Dairy Council, but I 
am in favor of the National Holstein 
Association backing up the product 
that the Holstein cow produces. The 
extension department has come close 
to the needs and wants of a great 
many Holstein breeders in various 
sections of the United States. They 
have sensed the feeling that a great 
many breeders around some centers 
are having trouble because the city 
consumers did not appreciate the 
merits of Holstein milk produced 
under sanitary conditions for food 
consumption. The extension depart- 
ment have made a careful survey of 
places where Holstein milk is being 
marketed successfully and selling at a 
premium over other milk. They have 
done an excellent piece of work in 
getting together affidavits and state- 
ments of Doctors relative to the value 
of Holstein milk, the marketing of 
Holstein milk as Holstein milk as a 
proper food for infants, children and 
adults on the basis of moderate fat 
and other properties contained in 
Holstein milk. 

Personally, I am for Holstein milk, 
first, last, and all the time. Anyone, 
however, who is not in favor of White 
Nectar Holstein milk does not under- 
stand the problems connected with 
the marketing of a superior article. 
The term White Nectar sets forth the 
merits of Holstein milk produced 
under proper rules and regulations. 
White Nectar is simply a means to an 
end. 

Holstein milk, in connection with 
the trade mark White Nectar has 
been declared legal, the marketing of 
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the same can be thrown open to every 
breeder in the United States under 
proper rules and regulations. It is 
one of the greatest, if not the great- 
est, pieces of extension work the Na- 
tional Association has ever started, 
barring none. Why not use a little 
money to foster this work instead of 
strangling it? 

Government figures point out to us 
that 45 per.cent of all the milk that 
is produced is consumed as fluid milk 
and the Doctors as’a whole, 
that moderate fat milk is best for in- 
fants and children feeding. There are 
a few cities in the United States 
where Holstein milk is being suc- 
cessfully marketed as Holstein milk. 

Under these conditions I can see 
no reason why the extension depart- 
ment. of the National Holstein Asso-

Breed and Dairy Publications. The 
better marketing of Holstein products 
is of value to every breeder of Hol- 
stein cattle today either directly or 
indirectly.

I trust 
that the delegates assembled at the 
National Convention will consider the 
extension problems from every angle.

CORRESPONDENCE REGARDING 
MILK PRICES 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 


In a recent issue of the World you 
have a propaganda article that came 
from the League office. The article 
says that for a period from 1906 to 
1916 the dealers bought milk in New 
York territory for 41 cents above 
butter value while the League price 
for January 1925 is $1.20 above but- 
ter value. Is that a fair comparison— 
a ten-year average against a one- 
month price? Why not take last 
June when the League paid below 
butter price? Or take a statement 
made by Mr. Kershaw at our local 
meeting that the average pool price 
had been about 30 cents to 50 cents 
above butter value. 

I have been a member of the D. L. 
Co-op. Assn. since ¥917 but am 
through with them April Ist. I am 
located 7 miles off railroad and pay 
15 cents for hauling milk to our local 
plant and am going to give the net 
prices I received for my milk for 
1924 at my farm and compare them 
with a Wisconsin creamery patron 
whose conditions are about the same. 

You understand of course that the 
prices I give for the Wisconsin cream- 
ery patron dv not include the skim 
milk, which should be valued at about 
50 cents per cut, as that is retained 
at the farm. 

You see from this table that I re-- 
ceived one half cent below butter 
price as an average tor the year, I 
also lost the skim milk and during 
most of the year 10 cents cwt. was 
deducted as a loan which money I 
must wait 5 years.

FIGURES FROM THE LEAGUE 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

We have checked over the figures 
in Mr. Comings’ letter and we find 
that there are a few inaccuracies and 
I will point them out briefly. ’ 

In the first paragraph the writer 
says that last June the League paid 
bélow butter prices. This is not true. 
Our record shows that we pald $1.34 
in June and the reflected price of 
milk used in the manufacture of butter 
that month was $1.27. In _ other 
words, we paid 7 cents above the 
butter value. The $1.34 is our net 
pool price, that is the cash plus cer- 
tificates, which is the, only correct 
figure to use in making such com- 
parisons as this. 

So far as comparing the pool price 
with butter in January is concerned, 
to our mind it is just as fair to make 
this comparison as it would be to 
make it in. June because June is a 
flush month and represents the other 
extreme. 

In checking over the figures which 
M. Comings claims to represent the 
price which he received for his milk, 
we find according to his account in 
this office that he has grossly mis- 
represented the price which he did 
receive. We have carefully checked 
Mr. Comings’ record for the year of 
1924 and find that he received a net 
price for 3 per cent milk during the 
year as follows:

The prices we give you above are 
net prices, no deductions having 
been made for the certificate of in- 
debtedness, and we feel that none 
should be made in comparing the 
prices he received with those as. re- 
ceived by the farmer from Wisconsin, 
in view of the fact that this deduc- 
tion is merely a loan to the League. 

Mr. Comings’ letter is a good illu- 
stration of the carelessness with 
which a good many people make com- 
parisons and while it probably is not 
intentional nevertheless the result 
is unfair statements and inferences.

MR. COMINGS EXPLAINS FUR- 
THER 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your letter received. I thought I 
made it clear in my letter of March 
18.that the figures I gave were what 
I received for my milk net at my farm 
after paying fiften cents per hundred 
to our local milk hauler. The average 
price of $1.625 as given by Mr. Carter 
is correct and deducting 15 cents 
paid local milk hauler leaves $1.475 
per 100 pounds. of 3 per cent milk 
net at my farm compared with the 
Wisconsin creamery patron’s return 
of $1.485 average price for three 
pounds of butterfat at his farm. 

I was trying to make a fair com- 
parison and was criticizing the League 
because I thought they were not fair 
in their eomparison. Is it fair to 
compare the price of 100 pounds of 3 
per cent milk sold as fluid milk with 
the value of 3 pounds ‘of butterfat? 
Is a comparison fair that makes no 
allowance for the value of skimmilk 
and buttermilk? Is it fair to tell 
farmers that League pool price has 
been around 30 cents above the value 
of 3 per cent milk made into butter

when it costs them an average of 29 
cents per hundred to deliver their 
milk to a milk station? No credit 
given for value of skimmilk or any 
charge made against the price of 
fluid milk to cover extra cost of meet- 
ing Grade B demands. 

In Mr. Carter’s letter, he compares 
League pool prices with price of but. 
terfat in June. He states that price 
of milk manufactured into butter 
in June was $1.27, while my figures 
show that Wisconsin creamery 
47 cents a pound for butterfat in June 
or $1.41 for butterfat in 3 per cent 
milk. 

The league sells the surplus milk 


to dealers to manufacture at a price - 


which enables them to make a profit. 
while cooperative creamery gets 
every cent possible for the farmers, 
which explains the difference be. 
tween the two butter prices. As yoy 
see by Wisconsin figures, a man pro- 
ducing butterfat is ahead when the 
fat is above 40 cents as fluid market 
only pays four cents a point for milk 
above 3 per cent. 

This letter is very hurriedly writ. 
ten as I, in common with many other 
League farmers, have been compelled 
to get work outside of our farms to 
keep along and I am away all week 
driving a tractor on our county road 
work. 

I only want to get a fair comparison 
before the breeders and know that 
you are interested in getting th facts 
before your readers.

LONG STANDING 305-DAY REC- 
ORDS BROKEN 


Three world’s record cows now in 
the herd of the Western State Hos- 
pital, Fort Steilacoom, Washington. 
The third record in the past six 
months is now established and offi- 
cially recognized. Chimacum  Ger- 
ben, No. 673495, senior three-year-old 
finished a 305-day test producing in 
that period 24,697.8 pounds of milk, 
making 792.66 pounds fat or the 
equivalent of 990.9 pounds of butter. 
This is the world’s record for both 
milk and butter in the 305-day divi- 
sion among three-year-olds. 

The record surpasses the former 
champion for milk, Chimacum Wayne 
Monarch Cornucopia, owned by F. R. 
Beals, Tillamook, Oregon, by 1,402.8 
pounds, and the former champion for 
butter, Rose De Kol Wayne Butter, 
Boy, owned by Hargrove and Arnold, 
Norwalk, Iowa, by 4.4 pounds of but- 
ter. The former has stood at the 
top since ‘the fall of 1920, and the 
latter since June 1919. 


Chimacum Gerben was born July 
9, 1920, on the farm of William Bishop 
at Chimacum, Washington. She was 
purchased from Mr. Bishop along 
with a number of other Holsteins at 
a year old. She is sired by Riverview 
Sir Fellinger and -out of Riverview 
Ormsby Gerben. 


The cow was fitted in the same way 
as the other cows of the herd that are 
to be run on long time test, and ak 
though she was fitted and cared for 
under the personal direction of 
Thomas C. Webster, herdsman, she 
was milked by five different milkers 
during the test. She had thirteen 
two-day official tests, two of which

The cow finished in good condition, 
roducing about 59 pounds of milk 
er day at the finish, and kad no 
serious digestive trouble during the 
whole 305 days. After finishing the 
306-day test she was run twenty-five 
days longer or 330 days, this giving 
her @ production of 26,200 pounds milk 
and 853 pounds butter fat, 1066 
pounds butter. She was fed a ration 
of ground oats, barley and corn, with 
linseed oil meal, soya bean meal, cot- 
ton seed meal and cocoanut meal, 
also a little mineral. She had all the 
alfalfa hay she could eat along with 
liberal amounts of mangles, corn en- 
silage, and the beet pulp soaked with 
molasses. 

Chimacum Gerben has just fresh- 
ened again in excellent condition giv- 
ing us a beautiful heifer calf sired by 
our thirty-six pound sire, Chimacum 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale. She fresh- 
ened first at the age of two years, two 
months and three days, and was put 
on seven-day official test producing 
437.3 pounds of milk and 20.603 pounds 
of butter. She freshencd again at 
three years, seven months, and twen- 
ty-five days, making 602.7 pounds milk 
and 31.061 pounds butter. She will 
be run again for a seven-day record 
at this fr shening and if nothing hap- 
pens to her we look for the cow to 
beat her previous records by several 
pounds of butter.—V. W. Richards.
